SUMMARY OF THE REASONS FOR DECISION: 

The video slick contains sexually explicit depictions which are supported by a 
descriptive blurb. The blurb translates from Swedish to describe “school girls” as 
sexually active (The Translation Service, Department of Internal Affairs). The direct 
reference to the sexual activity of these “school girls” and the instruction to the viewer 
to “look at these beautiful students and be fascinated” in the video slick are considered 
to tend to support and promote the exploitation of young persons for sexual purposes. 

The presentation of this descriptive blurb in Swedish language, given that New 
Zealand is a predominantly English speaking country, is not considered to be sufficient 
to mitigate the public harm in this message. The video slick is therefore classified as 
objectionable. 
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
